The 1970-71 salary scale for academic staff 
at The University of Alberta was established 
last week by the Board of Governors. 

An across the board increase of 6 per cent 
for all academic staff plus improvements in 
fringe benefits amounting to another 2 per 
cent was approved. These are in addition 

to merit increments which have been approved
